“Not slothful in Busi- 
ness; Fervent in Spirit;

We are living in a time when we 
must be active and “move” things or 
else we will get in the way of others 
and fail, ourselves. 

We can see that the old horse and 
wagon have become a nuisance to traf- 
fic today. Why? Because they are “too 
slow.” Everything is running at a 
very rapid rate, and when a vehicle 
gets on the highway that cannot speed 
with the tide of traffic, then it is in 
the way and a great hindrance to oth- 
ers. It is the same in the business 
world; men who would make a suc- 
cessiin business must be A-C-T-I-V-E, 
and not sluggish. We see the active 
merchant is “out and on the go” early 
and late, taking only enough time for 
himself to take food, and enough 
sleep to give him strength. And, it is 
the same with the successful farmer; 
he does not lie in bed until up in the 
day, but “rises with the birds” and 
spends his time in the fields—not in 
sitting around yawning, but in active 
work, that his crop may grow and 
flourish. 

So I am sure that children of God 
should bestir themselves and be active 
in His great vineyard. Paul surely had 
the spirit of it when he said, “Not 
slothful in business; fervent in spirit; 
serving the Lord.” 

There is so much work to be done 
and such a few that are willing to 
work! We should find something to 
do for God and His Church each pass- 
ing day. 

First, we should qualify ourselves 
by reading a portion of His Word. 

Second, we should pray and trust in 
Him to direct our steps in the way 
that we should go. 

Third, we should have faith to be- 
lieve that He will do whatsoever we 
ask Him, and should feel assured that 
we are in the very place that He 
wants us to be, because His Word 
tells us that “the steps of a‘good man 
are ordered by the Lod.” Then, know- 
ing these things as we do, we should 
be satisfied under any and all circum- 
stances of life and be willing to “do 
with our might what our hand findeth 
to do,” knowing that “all things work 
together for good to them that love 
the Lord.” So, we should work and 
shine where He has placed us. 

There is much for any child of God 
to do.

Some will come 
dragging in to church thirty minutes 
late (after Sunday School is all over) 
then seem to think that God should 
bless them. 

One thing I have noticed since 
childhood days is, that folks who are 
prompt are the ones God uses to bless 
others. Many times we have known 
Sister A to come in at the “eleventh 
hour” and pretty soon shout all over 
the house, which amused us. But it

In presenting this subject to you, 
I wish to use this text in an accom- 
modative sense and illustrate the use 
and abuse of personal responsibility. 
Moses had just received a marvelous 
manifestation of power in the burning 
bush, followed by a definite call to 
the stupendous task of wiesting trom 
the hand of Pharaoh.

Each of these 
Objections were plausible. There is 
nothing more discouraging to dis- 
charging Christian duties, especially 
the ministry, than the readiness of 
the people tu whom they are sent, to 
disbelieve the message. Add to this 
the consciousness of not being able to 
present the message in an impressive 
way. ‘this seemed to be more than 
Moses could undertake. On! he said, 
they will not believe me, and then |] 
am slow of speech.

Neither of these excuses were 
in the way, from God’s viewpoint.

He 
threw it down and it became a serpent 
and Moses was filled with fear and 
ran from it.

There 
is Aaron your brother, take him with 
you to speak to the people. I am not 
depending on him, 131 work with the 
rod ald with it meet the unbelief of 
the people.

The church is groaning under a 
heavy burden of debt, God's church, 
the church you love so well. Maybe 
you can’t exercise in a public capacity, 
but what hast thou in thy hand? Has 
the call of the church for help never 
reached your ears? Has God never 
poilted to your bank account and said, 
What hast thou in thy hand? Has He 
never called your attention to your 
earthly possessions and said, Divide 
with me? The preachers and pastors 
are in need of support, and many 
suffering for want of means. Has God 
never whispered to you that the tithes 
are His? There are prayers that ought 
to have been prayed, Gospel messages 
that ought to have been given, test- 
monies, deeds of charity, money to 
car:y on God's work, tithes that 

e1ong to the ministry, hoarded up 
treasures that ought to be snared 
with the needy. What hast thou in thy 
hand? Take it, and use it for God‘s 
work. God says to you as He did to 
Moses, Take this rod in thine hand, 
wherewith thou shalt do signs. Refuse 
God’s counsel, throw down your rod, 
neglect to consecrate your talent, and 
it will become a serpent to bite and 
sting your conscience thru life, for 
you can’t get away from responsibility. 

You will live an unhappy life, die a 
miserable death and meet an awful

“Who Gave Himself a 
Ransom for Many”

Text.—1 Tim. 2:6. 


The ransom referred to in the text 
is Christ, He is our Lord, Savior and 
King, yet the ransom of our redemp- 
tion. When I was a child I heard the 
people singing about the ransom of 
the Lord returning back to earth 
again. I did not know just what was 
meant by the ransom, but in later 
years I have better understood. Ran- 
som means “to redeem from captivity 
by paying a price,”-or in other words, 
the ransom is the price that is paid. 
When a child is kidnapped by some 
wicked person and carried away into 
some secret place of captivity, the 
parents or some interested person is 
notified that the child will be deliver- 
ed from its captivity for a certain 
amount of money. The amount of 

money is the price of the child’s free- 
dom, or the ransom of its redemption. 
We have been kidnapped by Satan, he 
appeared in the Garden of Eden in a 
cunning, deceitful manner, and thru 
his subtility and soft swelling words 
over-persuaded the first couple and 
drug them off into sin’s captivity, and 
ever since, the world has been living 
in the wilderness of sin, bound with 
the bonds of iniquity, exiled from 
home on the isles of sorrow with a 
blighted hope of ever again reaching 
the home of the Eden experience.

of the covenant wherewith we are 
sanctified an unholy thing, and doing 
despite to the Spirit of grace. Now 


freedom. To a great extent, this is 
just what God has done for us—when 
we were yet in bondage to Satan, He 
gave His own dear Son that we might 
be released and escape the destruction 
of the soul. 

A few years ago a story came out in 
an American newspaper, title, Just 
The Story Of A Mother. It told of an 
old lady (Mrs. Anderson), a widow, 
who lived in Sioux City, Iowa. During 
the World War her son had broken 
some laws of war and was cast into 
the federal prison at Leavenworth, 
Kan. Despite the fact that her Son was 
very sinful, she retained in her heart 
that mother’s love for him, and set 
out on that long trip to Washington, 
D. C. walking, to plead with the presi- 
dent for her son’s rreedom. The presi- 
dent saw her earnestness and assured 
her that her son would be released. 
She walked back home and_ waited, 
but to her sad surprise her son did 
not return, so she decided to go back 
to Washington and see what the trou- 
ble was. On her arrival in Washing- 





arrested on another charge, tried and 
put back in. This time the president 
assures her that her boy shall never 
be arrested again on any war-time act. 
She walks back home and patiently 
the son whom she 
loved, but again he fails to appear. 
This time the heart-broken mother 
walked to Leavenworth to see if she 
could find the cause of her son not re- 
turning home. When she got to 
Leavenworth she found that he had 
been released but no one knew where 
he was. Now another problem faced 
her—her son was free, but he did not 
love the mother who had sacrificed 
and suffered for him, but still she re- 
tained that mother’s love and anxious 
desire to once again embrace her son, 
so she did not give up but continued 
to seek him. Some detectives offered 
their service and the young man was 
finally located in Wisconsin. She start- 
ed on another journey, without money, 
to once more see her son before her 
gray hairs are brought down to the 
grave. She found him married, settled 
down and doing well. This wonderful 
story of a mother’s love reminds me 
of the infinite love and sacrifice of 
Christ for the disobedient. When we 
were yet sinners, Christ-haters, un- 
thankful and unholy, Christ sacrificed 
a home of wealth and pleasure, and 
walked over the obstacles and hard 
places of life and suffered a very tor- 
tured death that we might be released 
from the bonds and imprisonment of 
Satan. The ransom price is already 
paid, the plan of our redemption is 
made complete thru the shedding of 
His own blood, but instead of many 
returning to Him and enjoying the 
benefits of the priceless sacrifice, they 
have hugged sin closer to their bosom, 
and drifted further and further away 
from God.
